Rates 
collected from ratepayers are trust funds, 


and if a rate levied, for example, for 


sanitary purposes is applied in carrying 


out some other scheme or policy—which | 


may, or may not, in itself be reasonable-— 
that rate is misappropriated, and the 


legitimate requirements of public health | 


must seck further funds from the pockets 
of the ratepayers. At a time when these 
unfortunate persons are being mulcted 
almost to»breaking-point, and the abnorm- 
ally high local rates constitute an eeonomic 
danger, the refusal to submit the expendi- 
ture of the local rates to the review of an 
impartial audit is especially ‘serious. 


Furthermore, the new policy has resulted | 


in the withholding of the official grants. 
‘The Government is taking the only pos- 
sible attitude when it refuses to pay over 
public funds to any local authority which 
declines to account for the money. thus 
entrusted te it. The loss of the grants, 
involving something like a couple of 


million pounds, is to the ratepayer a | 


matter of the utmost concern. Every 
penny thus deliberately thrown away by 
the local councils must be made good by 
the ratepayers unless all essential services 
are abrogated and all pretence at efficiency 
is thrown to the winds. There will be no 
accumulation of grants. If a grant is 
thus refused by a council, at the close 
of the financial year it. reverts to the 
Consolidated Fund, and will be lost for 
good and all. For the ratepayers this is 
a question not of politics, but of common- 
sense. The decision of the rebellious 
authorities. must end in benkruptcy— 
either of local administration or of the 
ratepayer. 


Between Two Industries. 


It is reported that the United States 
Bureau of Mines has discovered ahd placed 
at the disposal cf the petroleum companies 
a process whereby three hundred million 
gallons of petrol may be saved annually. 
This saving process, which, it is esti- 
mated, will put some thirty million 
pounds into the pockets of the oil men, 


has for its object the prevention cf, 
evaporation between the well and the re-| 


finery.. At present the evaporation of 
petrol from crude oil in transit from well 
to refinery is estimated to average as much 
as twenty per cent. The bulk. of the 
world’s petrol, is pumped in hot and 
usually dry climates, where heat and 
drought are favourable to increased 
volatilisation. The crude oil, moreover, 
is now pumped in many cases over 
immense distances, before it reaches the 
fefinery, The saving of so large a quantity 
of petrol must be a subject of interest to 
Ireland, where railroad. transport is 
passing out of the realm of economic possi- 
bility, and the inauguration of one or more 
systems of road transport is under serious 
consideration. No doubt, the increased 
demands for petrol, resulting from 
the high price and diminishing out- 
put of coal, will be met in small 
part only by this newly-found source 
of supply. This is an age, however, in 


which the world is learning to be thankful | 


for small industrial mercies. It suffers 
from a multiplicity of masters and groans 
beneath the added impusitions that each 
in turn inflicts. When these masters battle 
among themselves-for supremacy the world 
gets not its due, but a breathing space.

Thee final drafy of the mew Prussian Constitu- 


sian Asseinbdly, is now ready, and is expected 
to pass into law within the next few weeks. 
Its maim provisions are—All Prussians of both 
sexes over 20 years of age, exclusive of soldiers, 
are entitled to vote. The popular initiative 
(Voikabegehren) i permitted im cases where 


dissolution of the Diet are desired. Changes 
of the Constituticn or dissoluticn of Diet must 
be demanded by a fifth of the electorate, 
changes of laws by a twentieth part. Should 
the Diet not accept the initiative a referendum 


takes place. The electorate cannot initiate 
financial legislation. The Cabinet is the 
aupreme Executive authority of State. The 


Diet will be elected for four years. Fresh c'ec- 
tiona must take place before the expiry of this 
period. Self-dissolution is only permissible 
with the acsent of half of al! the Deputies. 
Provinces will be represented in respect of 
legislation and administraticn by a State Coun- 
ci}, which can give ila opinion before the in- 
ireduction of bills, and can iteelf bring in bills. 
The State Council has a right of veto on all 
bille of the Diet. The veto is, however, in- 
effective when the Die confirms its own deci- 
sicns by a two-thirds mejority. To financial 
bills that go bevond the proposals of the Cabi- 
net the State Council can oppose a final veto. 
._The Premier is to be elected by the Diet with- 
out diseussicn. He appoints thé other Minis- 
ters.

There were present, on the Government 
side—The Prime Minister, Mr. Bonar Law, Sir 
Robert Horne (President of the Board of 
Trade), Sir Lloyd Graeme (Parliamentary Sec- 
retary, Board of Trade), Mr. W. C. Bridge- 
man, M.P. (Secretary of Mines), and Mr. A. R. 
Duncan (Coal Controller). 

The miners were represented by Mr. Smillie 
(President. of the ederation), Mr. Herbert 
Smith (Vice-President), Mr. Robson (Tlrea- 
surer), and Mr. Frank Hodges (Secretary). 

It is understood that a new basis for discus- 
sion has been arrived at by the Government, 
wnich, if it is acceptable tg the miners, ty likely 
to’ pave the way to a settlement satistactory 
to all concerned. This basis was under disous- 
sion yeste>lav morning, and the prospects of 
an early re-opening of the negotiations aré 
regarded as extremely hopeful.

VICTIM’S DEATH IN HOSPITAL, 
A young man named James McCormack, an 
.essistant in a fish and chips shop in North Bruns- 
wick street, Dublin, was shot by unknown men 
on Saturday night. 

The official report states that at about twenty 


minutes past nine o'clock on Ffaturday night 
James McCormack, of Church street, aged 


twenty-seven years, a fish and chips shop aesist- 
ant, was ehot in the abdomen while working, in 
the fish shop of Mr. Farrell, 100 North Bruns- 
wick street. Two men entered the shop, and 
one of them asked McCormack to come out to 
the hall. He declined to do this, and the 
raiders fired at. him. Both men then ran away. 
McCormack wes taken to Richmond Hospital, 
where he died after an operation. 

It appears that the affair took place shortly 
after nine oclock. McCormack was attending 
to his business when a couple of men walked 
over to him and asked him to come out. One of 
them fired at him with an autumatic pistol, and 
he fell, wounded in the abdomen. People wh 
were in the shop had him removed to the Rich- 
mond Hospital, which is not far distant. An 
operation was performed, but it. was impossible 
to save the young man’s life. The object of the 
attack is not known. The men who fired the 
shot left the shop in the confusion that followed, 
and succeeded in escaping. So far no arrests 
have been made.
